Light Breaking down the London 
"Times."

Gauudiiuis duu't Liiiuk that every 
one in Britain should necesaariiy, under 
I^ain of being cundeimied for gross and 
iuoxcuHabk) igiioraiico, know nil jiboiit 
oar polilieal or siK'iai arriui^cinentH, 
or should oven lio uioiU'riitely ac;- 
quiiiutod with ihe .(cuurid oiitliues of 
our country's ycogruphy. ^Vo are uot 
even so unreasonable as to ask so 
much knowledge on the part of British 
journalista, even of the highest and 
most pretentious class. All that wo 
expect is that whou any of our contem- 
porarios on ihu olliur side of the At- 
lantic favour Canada with their notice, 
and speak "ex cathedra" of the deeds 
and misdeeds of her rulers, they 
should secure in the lirst place some 
passably ai'cinalo at'ipiaintauco with 
the point uudcji- liisciission, so that 
their conclnsioiiri may in any case be 
received with respect and not be dis- 
missed with contempt. Of late the 
"Times," misled by ir'norarit or do- 
signinj,' informants, Las erred egre- 
giously in icferuncejjto the alt'airs of 
this Douiiuiun, ami ha.s led many of 
its adiiiirers to thu coiiL-lusion that if 
its intelligence from otlier quarters is 
on a par with what it gets about Can- 
ada, reliance on its utterances is im- 
possible. 

In its latest statements which have 
come to band about British Columbia 
and the Pacilic Railway, this great 
London journal has greatly improved, 
though there is still much improve- 
ment nee'ded before things could be 
regarded as satisfactory. As the Times 
now acknowlodgo, the original 
bargain with British (Columbia was 
broken for tho siiujilo and all-sullicieut 
reason that it.^j terms were impractic- 
able. British Columbia made a very 
considerable outcry over a collapse of 
that original scheme, though there 
was not one man in the whole Pro\" 
iuce so ignorant as nut to kllo^^• that 
its terms could not bo carr.'ed out. 
Lord Carnarvon's urrangemeut was 
made and accepted by the Canadian 
Government on the full understanding 
that it should bo submitted to an l ac- 
cepted by tho Caiinilian i'arliaiiieut. 
Any other uiuh-'rHtaniiing would have 
imjjlied a nitnrn to (Jrov.'n Colony 
days, and the abolition of tho Constit- 
ution. The^Canadian Ministry could 
pledge itself and did so; but it could 
notjpledgeitho ParJiament. Had tin; 
Lower House rejected tlio _nri)[)osfil, it 
would have been for tho (iovernment 
to consider wliother or luit such a 
vote was tantamount to a no-cont'idonco 
resolution j and had its conclusion 
been that it was, the House would 
either have been dissolved, or the 
Cabinet would have resigned. But 
tho refusal by tho Senate to endorse 
the Nauaimo llailway, and that by a 
small majority of jwlitical opponents 
over whom the Government could 
exercise no influence, and to whoso 
action it could apply no correctivo, 
was not to be looked at, in riuy casi;, 
as so grave a mailer as t(; involve tliu 
resignation of tlio Coverninent, wliilo 
tho dissolution of the House of Com- 
mons could have had no possible in 
fluonce in the circumstances. The 
jiroper constitutional course was fol- 
lowed. The measure did not pass tho 
two HousoH and iuul to bo droi)[)0(i. 
"What else couKl tho ( inveriunent have 
done unless it had boon prepared to 
override the Constitution and play 
Cromwell for a very small matter ? 
Tho Clovornmont Iimv.imI Io tho decis- 
ion of tile Senate-, prompted anil di- 
rected in its ciihiHi) ;iH that Heiiato 
was by Sir Jolm A. .Mardoiiald and 
his ropreseutativo ia that body. Jiut 
the Government proposed an enuiva- 
lent which, if it had been aeeeiiled by 
tho British Columbians would have 
also been submitted to ParliaQiont. 
That equivalent was rtjocted in tlio 
most absol.ilo and ei'liMilivi! tc'rms. The 
British Columbians or their represen- 
tatives would not even discuss the 
matter. "Who told the "Times" that 
it was simply becmiso they looked upon 
the sum as "too sinall ? No ono over 
said so to tho Canadian (lovernmont. 
On tho lioiitrary, tlm very proposal 
was scouted with indignation. 

Had there been a dispositionU^to 
calmly and reasonably discuss the 
ipiestion there would have boon found 
no disjiosilion on tho part of llio 
Canadian (Jovorniuent to stickle about 
tho amount. But the chance of 
diacubHion even was never all'orded by 
theBcitisb Columbians; my, yiMtO' 



iuRcd when forumlly and kindly 
proposed by tho Prime Minister oi 
the Dominion. Self-respect left Mr. 
iMackonzie and his Cabinet no altet-n- 
ative but to withdraw the proposal so 
treated, and there it necessarily stands. 
Tho "Times" acknowledges that thero 
is no other portion of tho Carnarvon 
terms that is not being honestly and 
eranestly carried out. It says at the 
same time that it would be far better 
for the Canadian Government uot to 
stand upon such a small matter as this 
Nauaimo Kiiihvay, but to make it 
forthwith, Tho "Times ' forgets 
surely that the Govornmout could no 
more make the Nanaimo Hailway 
without the sanction of Parliament 
than it could make a railway to tlio 
ends of tho oartli. That coiiHoiit has 
been refused once. It is natural that a 
second refusal from a liostil(> Scnatis 
should uot be risked. Besides, tho 
"Times" by this time knows that the 
British Columbians are anything but a 
unit over this very mattpr of tlu! rail 
way. The jjeoplo of Victoria and of 
^'aucouvor Island generally wish it. 
Tho people of tho mainland have 
quite another fooling. 

The Canadian Government, in 
short, were refused permission from 
tho Seuate to build tho railway, and 
tho people of British Columbia rejected 
with indignation and scorn tho idea 
of a pecuniary compensation. What, 
in such circumstanc .'s, could the 
Government do? Only what it has 
done and is doing, viz., address itself 
with energy to the construction of the 
Pacific luiilway proper from ocean to 
ocean, in the way and in tho order 
which the Carnarvon terms and the 
interests of the whole of Canada 
require. That it is doing this the 
"Times" wo are glad, to hoar now 
acknuwlodges. If the British Colum- 
bians wish tho question about the 
compensation reopened, they have but 
to say so.* They have uot done so yet, 
and the Government would be very 
foolish and very uudigniliod indeed if 
it again moved in a matter about 
whicli, though proposed in perfectly 
good fiutb, it was treated with such 
scant courtsev.

Eondreds of Women and Children in 
Rags and without Food. 

Tho correHpondont of tlio Loiidou 
"News" writes as follows of tho atro- 
cities at Kissural "But the dead aro 
loss to be pitied tlmu the living. Tiioy 
have been reduced from ease and com- 
fort to the condition of wild auimalw — 
without a homo, without aholte'r, with- 
out bedding, almost without cloi^hing, 
nnd living on what food thoy can pick 
up from day to day. They go out into 
tho fields, reap enough wheat for the 
day's food, painfully thresh it out 
with their hands, pouiid it into Hour 
between two stones, aiul bake it into 
broad for their little oues day by day; 
and sleep like foxes in the corner of a 
ruined wall on a little straw at uight. 
There are little children here, hag- 
gard and thin and sickly, Bleeping 
almost on tbo bare ground, and, when 
it rains, on tho wet ground. Nobod}' 
who has not soon it can imagine tbo 
misery caused by the burning of a 
village. Tho most systematic and 
cousciontiouB pillage is a mere trifle 
as compared to it. The people in tho 
case of pillage still have a roof over 
them; they still have their hearths aud 
their fire places; thoy bI ill have their 
homes, in short, though stripped and 
denuded. After everything valuable 
has been taken there remains in every 
household a mass of olijocts that are 
not worth carrying away— bedding 
clothing, furniture, cooking utousils, 
even food, among which tho family 
will find enough to replace, however 
poorly, whatever has been taken, 
enough for the first necessities of civ- 
ilized life. l?ut if, after pillage, the 
match is applied these homes nvJ an- 
nihilated; tbose poor worn outobjectK 
— tho cnst-oiT clotliiug, tbo ragged 
bedding, tho broken cooking utensils, 
which are bo worthlesa and yet so 
precious — all are consumed, and tho 
people aro reduced to tho oonditiou 
of wild animals. 

"The authorities luul sent soino tontf> 
hero for tho people, which wero old 
and ragged, capable of sheltering thoin 
from the sun, but not the rain. But 
there were not enough for all. The 
Mudir likewise received a little food 
now and then, which ho distributed, 
which barely kc]5l thosewbo bad no har- 
vests or other menus of eiistonce from 
starving. But there ^vaB u,ot, enough, and 
the supply was uncertain, and might 
cease ut any moment. When wo woro 
starting tho women nnd cliildron wore 
around US by the luuulrod, and bluuk- 
od tho way,' They showod us thin, 
ragged ololhing and said, 'See, we 
wore rich; wo had a house, and 
furniture, and oattlo, aud sheap, and 
theso rags aro all we have left.' They 
bared their ahrunkon BUrivolled breuslH 
at which lean, haggard, -wrotched 
babes woro tugging, to show wi thoy 
had no milk. (lod knows, llieir 
hollow cheeks and sunken eyes and 
do3p(\inng faoos woro proof enough. 
Tliey aaitt, 'W^o are starving; our 
babes are starving— starving to cUath. 
Can yoii do nothing for us?" And wo 
could do nothing; nothing but shed 
uflolof^s teai-s, 

"And the Turks of Llio neighboring 
villages, who luivo tiikou tho horse.s 
and sheep and cattle of those starving 
woDAe^ c^itdrein, theiT clothing 
anci beciding, and the tiles from their 
roofs, come to tho village soinotiinoH, 
and ride through on tho horses thoy 
hftvo stolen, looking upon this misery 
with indiflferent eyes. Wo saw sovt-nil 
here who had como out of moifo 
curiosity, wellfed, fat, ii^sodept, 
HmiUng their QOi;\tw\pt tox the starving 
boii^go avoi\ndthem. The Turk is not 
only wihout pity, he is without 
patriotism. 

"When we loft the villa{;eB hundreils 
of those women ran after us for a mile 
with thoir ories and lamentations. It 
seems they thought at first wo had 
come to bring ilicra food or su(;cnr of 
some kind, and when thoy leiiriiod 
that wo had only come to make an 
enquiry their diKappoinlniont was 
bitter and overpowering, and they huI 
down by the way-side, with their little 
ones about thorn, crying and wringing 
thoir hands, rocking themselvos to 
and fro, and moaning, rather to 
IthemiQlTeB than to us. 'What ehall
